Claim 6 (Currently Amended): Apparatus The video replay apparatus according to 
claim 1, in which said dat ametadata defining said information content of said video material 
comprises data defining saida presence of speech within audio material associated with said 
video material. 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended): Apparatu s The video replay apparatus according to 
claim 1, in which said dat ametadata defining said information content of said video material 
comprises data defining image activity within said video material. 

Claim 8 (Currently Amended): Apparatus The video replay apparatus according to 
claim 1, in which said dat ametadata defining said information content of said video material 
comprises data defining colour content of said video material. 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended): Apparatus The video replay apparatus according to 
claim 1 , further comprising an information content analyzer for d e rivin g configured to derive 
said information cont e nt dat a metadata from said video material and/or associated audio 
material. 

Claim 10: (Currently Amended): A method of replaying stored video material, said 
method comprising! 

storing video material; 
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said st e p s of controlling areplay of said video material from said vid e o mat e rial store 

in accordance with metadata associated with said video material the metadata data defining 

an information content of said video material and defining an information event within said 

video material as a threshold change in the information content; and 

replaying said video material with a pre-defined number of information events in a 

unit of time in a replayed sequence .

Claim 12 (Currently Amended): A data providin g computer-readable recording 
medium by which comput e r softwar e according to claim 1 1 is provid e d for storing a 
computer program that includes instructions which when executed on a computer cause the 
computer to execute a method comprising: 

storing video material; 

controlling a replay of said video material in accordance with metadata associated 
with said video material, the metadata defining an information content of said video material 
and defining an information event within said video material as a threshold change in the 
information content; and 

replaying said video material with a pre-defined number of information events in a 
unit of time in a replayed sequence .
